The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 



No reference nor combination of references was found which teaches a differential 
including a long pinion shaft and two short pinion shafts connected to the long pinion shaft at 
right .angles thereto, wherein the long pinion has a hole and the axial ends of the short pinion 
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shafts have projections inserted in the hole so that the long pinion shaft and the short pinion 
shafts are connected to each other, as required by claim 7. 

No reference nor combination of references was found which teaches a differential 
including a long pinion shaft and two short pinion shafts connected to the long pinion shaft at 
right angles thereto, wherein the long pinion is formed with a pair of grooves including bottom 
surfaces, and circular shaped axial end surfaces of the short pinion shafts are contacted by the 
bottom surfaces of the pair of grooves, as required by claim 9. 

No reference nor combination of references was found which teaches a differential 
including a long pinion shaft, two identically configured short pinion shafts, a junction, and two 
fixing members, wherein one side of the first short pinion is connected to the long pinion shaft 
and one side of the second short pinion shaft is connected to the long pinion shaft at the junction, 
and the fixing members unrotatably fix the short pinion shafts to the rotary member at the other 
sides of the pinion shafts, as required by claim 21.
